Fob in-door decoration the Crocus properly managed is valuable ; and, as one of Flora's first heralds of 
Spring, for the flower garden it is indispensable. When used two or three lines deep as an edging to beds, 
or to form broad marginal lines in distinct colours; or in various colours blended, the effect is remarkably

striking. We have seen long, broad, wavy bands of golden yellow, of pure white, and of deep purple 
Crocus, also fancy devices of these, and groups and masses of 10 to 1,000 bulbs, expand with such effect 
in the mid-day sun, as to elicit the greatest admiration. In lawns and pleasure parks, where the grass is 
not mown very early, the Crocus and Snowdrop planted in scrolls or other fancy designs are frequently 
introduced with remarkably lino effect; while in wildernesses and woodland walks they are universal 
favourites as associates of the sweet-scented violet, the primrose, and the oxlip. 

The depredations of mice on the Crocus may be prevented by placing pieces of the Crown Imperial 
bulb near where the roots are planted.

The effect of the Snowdrop is very greatly enhanced by planting thickly either in lines three to six 
bulbs deep, or in large masses, in situations where they can remain undisturbed for years ; the best 
positions being close to the edges of beds, flower and shrubbery borders. In grass lawns and pleasure 
parks they should be planted in scrolls or other fancy devices, without disturbing the turf, simply by 
making holes five inches deep with a dibber, dropping in two inches of fresh soil, then three bulbs, and 
filling up with soil, keeping the holes about three inches apart.

These are amongst the most graceful, attractive, and beautiful of Cape flowering bulbs. They differ 
considerably in style and habit of growth, but, being closely allied, they require the same cultural 
treatment. 

For In-Doors. Plant in October or November five or six bulbs, in a five-inch pot, using a compost 
of turfy loam, peat, or leaf mould, mixed with clean sand. Make the soil moderately firm about the 
bulbs, then place them in a cold pit or frame, plunging the pot in ashes, and withhold water till the 
plants appear, then give sparingly at first. The lights should not be kept on except during wet or frosty 
weather. 

For Out of Doors. Choose a light loamy soil with a due south aspect (the hotter the situation the 
better), and if possible backed by a wall or greenhouse. Plant the bulbs six inches deep and four inches 
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apart, surrounding them with an inch of sand. Two or three inches of dry leaves laid on the surface will 
be sufficient winter protection. 

There are but few situations in this country where these plants succeed well entirely out of doors. 
No one need, however, be deprived of a bed of such superb flowers if they will only plant three bulbs 
in a four-inch pot ; treat as recommended for in-door culture ; then in April or May remove them from 
the frame, and plunge the pots where intended to bloom.

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THE RANUNCULUS. 

A truly elegant and beautiful flower, combining with the most diversified shades and colour's an exquisite 
symmetry and compactness possessed by few plants. As a cut flower it is quite as useful as the Rose, 
while for bedding, massing, and edging, cither in separate or mixed colours, the effect produced is mag- 
nificent ; its close habit of growth and rich distinct colours make it all that the most refined taste could 
desire for ribboning or any other style of Spring gardening. 

Culture. — For successional blooming, plant the Turban varieties from October to January, and the 
! Persian from January to March. The Ranunculus succeeds beat in a somewhat moist soil, but any soil, 
properly prepared, will grow it to perfection. Plant on a dry day, when the soil works kindly ; draw drills 
two inclies deep and five or six inches apart, sprinkling a little sand at the bottom of the drill. The tubers 
should be firmly pressed into the soil, with the claws downwards, and covered with sand, then with soil, 
keeping the crown two inches under the surface ; during severe weather, cover the bed with dry litter, 
leaves, or old tan ; hut the covering must he removed before the plants appear. In April and May, during 
! dry weather, water the beds freely twice or thrice each Week, and when the flower-bud appeal's water 
daily, and continue doing so while the plants are bloomiug; but be careful to. wet the foliage as little as 
possible. 

The value of Ranunculus roots is so trifling, that we should recommend (except in the case of choice 
named varieties) immediately they have done blooming, to dig up the beds and put in the summer and 
j autumn blooming plants.

THE ANEMONE. 



Amongst the diversified forms of floral beauty which enrich the flower garden, from the first opening 
blossoms of Spring to the last rose of Summer, the Anemone takes a very prominent place, possessing 
many points of interest and special characteristics of colour.

THE GLADIOLI. 



Too much cannot be said in favour of this really grand genus, which, by successional plantings, 
may be had in bloom from early in July to Christmas. The Ramosus varieties flower in July and 
August, and may be planted in January, February, and March. The Gandavensis varieties flower in 
August, September, and October, and if successional plantings be continued from March to Midsummer, 
they may be had in bloom even so late as Christmas ; and this is of no small importance where cut 
flowers for vases are in requisition. The late plantings should be made in the reserve flower garden, in 
masses of three to twelve bulbs. When cold weather sots in these should be lifted with the ball of soil, 
potted, or put in boxes, and placed in a cool house, such as a vinery, a cold pit, or in a spare room ; in 
fact, anywhere where they will be protected from the frost j and if attended to with water they will 
blossom as freely as those which had the advantage of being planted earlier in the season. It is 
worthy of remark that the bulbs do not suffer when so treated. 

The great secret of success in growing Gladioli is to plant in a deep soil, well enriched with rotten 
manure , and to water the plants liberally , when necessary , during dry weather,

Those who reside in the midland or northern 
counties we would recommend to visit the Lower Ground, Aston Park, where, to the credit of 
Mr. Quilter, the proprietor, Spring gardening is made a prominent feature, successfully demonstrating 
that locality has less to do with achieving this great desideratum than forethought and skill.

The above hardy plants cannot be other than a boon to those whose accommodation for wintering 
plants is limited. Most of them are spring-blooming, and must be removed to make way for the 
summer plants ; amongst them, however, arc several the beauty and effectiveness of which in the summer 
flower-garden cannot be over-estimated ; indeed, in some gardens, they are considered indispensable 
adjuncts in beds, ribbons, and edgings. Amongst the foliage plants suitable we may name Arabis 
mollis variegata, Cerastium tomentosum, Stacliys lanata, Vinca elegantissima, Tussilago variegata and 
Euonymus radicans variegata; and amongst the flowering plants, the different' coloured Pansies, the 
Viola cornuta and Viola calcarata. Success with some of these, however, is a question of management. 
In temperate seasons, the autumn plantings of Arabis, Cera9tium, Pansies, and Viola answer very fairly 
during summer ; but in a season such as we have just passed through, it has been found that greater 
success has been attained by replanting the Arabis and Cerastium at the time of bedding out the summer 
plants ; and that spring-struck Pansies and Violas of the sorts above-named have continued blooming 
without intermission during the hot weather. 
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ALPINE SUCCULENT PLANTS; 

And others which may be associated with them in the new style of Miniature and Grotesque Gardening. 

Last year, in Battersea Park, a few beds were planted with Echeveras and Sempervivums, and the 
ground clothed with various coloured Seduins. These, on account of their singular and grotesque beauty, 
and representing a new feature in gardening, excited a large amount of interest and considerable dis- 
cussion. Some of our best gardeners lmve this year produced, in their leaf gardens, curious and beautiful 
designs with the above plants; while Mr. Gibson, the talented superintendent of Battersea Park, lias 
given us, with considerable success, a miniature Alpine landscape, which would probably have been 
perfect had he shown the snow on the mountain top instead of in the valley, and the massive forms of 
the Echevera Metallica lower down the mountain sides. The subject, however, is one which admits of 
the greatest possible diversity of taste, so that perhaps what appeared to us a misconception in Mr. 
Gibson's arrangement, may have simply been on his part a copying of nature. Still, we think if the 
Antennaria tomentosa (which, by permission, from its snow-like aspect, we might call the Snow-plant) 
had been on the top of the pseudo-Monte Bosa, the effect would have been more pleasing. 

The plants we have been referring to are admirably adapted for a Multum-in-parvo Window Garden. 
Invalids, and those who are confined much indoors, and whose desire after the pleasures of gardening is 
strong can have it gratified to a very considerable extent outside their sitting-room windows; and as 



consisting of road scrapings and loam ; this we moulded into mounds and ridges of various forms. 
Along the depressions or volleys we planted the blue Sedum ; the mounds and ridges we covered with 
distinct masses of different coloured Sedums and Sempervivums ; close to the rustication we planted 
Saxifrages, A’C., to droop over ; and in the crevices of the rustication any little plant that would grow. 
So that instead of having, as is customary in places of this kind, a blaze of a few gay colours for a month 
or two, we have groups of upwards of fifty distinct plants — in fact, a vegetable microcosm on which we 
can feast our eyes again and again all the year round with untiring interest. The subjects being all 
perfectly hardy, with the exception of Echevera secunda glaucn, which must be replaced in the Winter 
by some other’plant. In Autumn a few Snowdrops and Scilla Sibirica might be introduced.
